Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 6-16, 18-28 (renumbered 1-16) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record taken singularly or in combination reasonably teach or 
suggest the combined functional limitations of distributing documents by producing a first identifier 
associated with a first document, the first identifier including first information indicative of a first 
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server configured to create the first document in an original document format; transmitting the first 
identifier from the first server to a client based upon a request from the client to create the first 
document on the first server in the original document format; associating the first identifier by the 
client with the first document; transmitting a copy of the first document in the original document 
format from the client to the first server; receiving a distribution list associated with the first 
document, the distribution list identifying a second server; transmitting a commit request to the first 
server; in response to the commit request, transmitting a copy of the first document from the first 
server to the second server identified by the distribution list, the first server and the second server 
thereafter responsive to one or more download requests for one or more copies of the first 
document, the download requests containing the first information; in response to receiving a second 
document representative of a modified version of the first document, determining the server that 
created the first document in the original document format based on the first information; and 
propagating a copy of the second document to the server that created the first document in the 
original document format based on the distribution list as recited in claims 1, 10, 15, and 24.
